Church of Raleigh, N. C., Oet. 21st to 26th, 1885, 9°09 

The Convention was called to order by the President, 
Rey. C. Johnson, of Raleigh, N. C.,, at 10 o’¢lock a.m. 45 

The President then requested Rev. H. Cown to conduet 
a thirty minutes prayer meeting, ia which several brethren 
heartily joined, among whom were fathers A. B. Williams 
and Z. Haughton. They seemed to have been overwhelmed 
with the spirit of thanksgiving for their long stay in the 
ministry of their Masier. They were well answered by 
many amens from various portions of the house. 

Rey. N. F. Roberts, pastor of the Blount Street Baptist 
Church, then came forward and weicomed the ministers 
and delegates to the use of the church and many bhospital- 
ities of the christians and the people generally. Rev. J. M. 
Henderson responded in a few appropriate remarks to the 
address of weleome. |

AFTERNOON SESSION.

Convention met at 2 e’clock p.m. The President being ab- 
sent, Rev. A. A. Powell was requested to call the Conven- 
tion to order, who elsc conducted the religious exercises.

Proceedings of previous session read and adopied. Rev. 
Mr. Powell then declared the Convention ready for the 
transaction of business.

" Punctually at 8 o’clock p. m., Rey. L. G. Barrett, of 
Shaw University, ascended the pulpit with Rev. J. Perry as 
alternate, who read Hymn 229, which was most beautifully 
tendered by the University choir. 
~ Rev. Mr. Barrett read as the evening lesson the last chap- 
ter of Ephesians. Hymn 275, was then sung by the choir: 
“There’s a Land that is Fairer than Day.” Prayer by Rev. 
J. Perry. Rev. Mr. Barrett then came forward and read his 
text, Josh. 5:13. The preacher then broke forth in the 
following strain: “ Men and fathersin Israel, and sisters in 
Ohrist, I am glad to have this opportunity to speak to you 
to- night concerning the Master’s kingdom, during which 
time I shall expect to be born up by your prayers. Text: 
‘Behold there stood over against Him a man, with his 
sword drawn.” Josh. 5:15. He said: 
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“We shall discuss our subject under the following propo- 
sitions : 

1. The Martial Power of Christianity. 

2. The Conquering Power of ‘hristianity.” 

Prom which he preached a most interesting and instruc- 
tive sermon, after which was sung, “ Nearer my God to 
Thee.”

At 9 o’eleck a. m. the Convention resumed its regular 
work, Devotional exercises conducted by Rev. Z Haugh- 
ton. 

The President declared the Convention ready for the 
transaction of Hicihesa 

The proceedings of the former session were read and ap- 
proved. 

Rey. F. R. Howell, missionary for Western North Caro- 
lina, presented his report. Many questions of interest and 
of information were asked concerning the Western field, of 
the numerical strength of the denomination, and its con- 
ditions generally. There ee some things concerning the 
field touching the interest of the denomination which the 
Convention did not understand, the report was referred 
until the following morning. 4 

Rev. J. M. Heiderson feeling the great need of medical 
doctors among our people in this State, made a motion that 
Rev. H. M. Tupper be allowed to wake an address before 
the Convention, giving the details of the Leonard Medical 
School, and thereby assist the ministers and delegates 1 in 
giving an explanation throughout this and other States, as 
they have opportunity. Granted. 

At this juncture several speeches were made, by Revs. H. 
M. Tupper, A. R. Satterfield, W. T. H. Woodward, G. W. 
Perry and others, beariug upon the relations of the older 
ministers toward the younger ministers, from which beth 
parties derived very great information. 

The Convention deferred the time of adjournment half 
an hour. Adjourned. Prayer by Bro. A. R. Middieton. 
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AFTEROON SESSION. 


Pursuant to adjournment the minssters and delegates of 
the Baptist State Convention of North Carolina re-assem- 
bled for the transaction of business. The President in the 
chair. A bymn was sung, after which prayer was offered 
by Rev. Thos. Parker. The minutes of the morning session 
were read and adopted. 

On motion, a committee was appointed on Discipline, 
namely: Revs. G. W. Perry, L. L. Croom, A. R. Saterfield, 
Z. Haughton and R. Shepherd. 

Committee on Religious Exercises reported. Adopted. 
See reports. 

The hour of 3 o’clock having arrived, Rev. Mr. Tupper, 
in compliance to the request, came forward and gave the 
details in full concerning the Leonard Medical School, lo- 
cated in Raleigh, and connected with Shaw University. 
President Tupper said that the mortality of the colored 
people even in Raleigh, the medical jerusalem of the State, 
was three to one white. He said that in order to prevent 
the great suffering among our people in the South it is very 
necessary to educate young men of our own race, and in 
our own homes, christian young gentlemen; and that it 
was very necessary that our young ladies should havea 
fair knowledge of at least the common diseases so prevalent 
among themselves. 

Dr. L. A. Scruggs followed, confirming the remarks and 
adding to what President Tupper had said. After a fifteen 
minutes speech he offered a resolution. See resolutions. 

The Convention agreed to visit the Shaw and Medical 
Buildings at 3 o’clock p. m. Saturday. 

The question having been sprung whether the Baptists 
of North Carolina regarded Rev. J. O. Hayse as their mis- 
sionary now in Africa, after some discussion by Revs. Tup- 
per, Woodward and and others, a committee of three was 
appointed, namely: Revs. C. 8. Brown, Geo. Perry and Bro. 
H. C. Crosby, to correspond with Rev. J. O. Hayse and find 
out what he intends to do, and from whence he looks for 
his support. Adjournment. Prayer by Rev. Joseph Rat- 
liff. Benediction.

Before the hour for preaching bad arrived a large con- 
course of people had assembled in the Blount Street Bap- 
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tist Church for the purpose of listening to Rev. Thos. Par- 
ker, of Warsaw, N. C., who ascended the pulpit at 8 o’clock 
sharp, with Rev. F. R. Howell as alte ernate, who read hymn 
601, which was spiritually sung ae the entire comereaition! 
Bible les son, 15th Psalm, read by Rev. Parker. Prayer by 
Rev. F. R. Rowell.

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CONSTITUTION. 


We, the ministers and delegates from various Baptist churches in 
North Carolina, met in the town of Goldsboro, N. C., on the 18th of 
October, 1867, for the purposs of considering the propriety of entering 
into some general organization for our mutual improvement and ihe 
diffusion of the principles of the Gospel, and agreed to the following 
rules of fundamental principles : 

ARTICLE 1. This body shall be styled ‘‘ The Bapiist State Conven- 
tion of North Carolina.” 

ART. 2. It shall be the design of this Convention to promote State 
Missions, Foreign Missions, Ministerial Education, and other impor- 
tant objects connected with the Redeemer’s kingdom, and to combine 
for this purpose such portion of the Baptist denomination in North 
Carolina as may desire a general organization for christian benevolence 
which shall fully respect the independence and equal rights of the 
churches. 

ART. 3. This Convention shall be composed of life members, an- 
nual members or delegates who are in good standing in Missionary 
Baptist Churches. By the payment of ten dollars a person may be- 
dome a life member, and by the payment of one dollar an annual mem- 
ber. Any Association can be represented by the payment of 50 cents 
per church, and may send one delegate for every ten churches or frac- 
tion thereof. Any single church in good standing may be represented 
by the payment of one dollar. All money paid into the Convention 
by lite members, annual members, or single churches, shall be used 
for Ministerial Education. Ministers in charge of regular Baptist 
churches will be considered honorary members of the Convention. 

Art. 4. The officers of this Convention sha!l be a President, Vice- 
President, Treasurer. and a Recording and Corresponding Secretary, 
who shall be elected at each annual session, and hold their office until 
their succesors are elected. 

Arr. 5. This Convention shall elect at its annual meeting as many 
Boards of Managers as in its judgment will be necessary for carrying 
out the benevelont objects it. may determine to promote. ail of which 
Boards shall continue in office unti! a new election. Each Board shail 
consist of a President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, Auditor, 
and as many other members as may be deemed sufficient, five of 
whom, including one or more of the officers, shall form a quorum for 
the transaction of business. To each B oard shal] be committed dur- 
ing the recess of the Convention the entire man gement of all the 
affairs relating to the object with whose interest it shall be charged, 
all of which management shall be in strict accordance with the consti- 
tutional provisious adopted by this Convention, and such other in- 
structions as may be given from time to time. Each Board shall have 
power to make such compensation to its Secretary and Treasurer as it 
may think right, fill the vacancies occurring in its own body, and enact 
its by-laws. 

ART. 6. The Treasurer of each Board shall faithfully account for all 
moneys received by him, keeping a regular entry of all receipts and 
disbursements, and make a report of them to the Convention when- 
ever it shall be in session, and to his Board as often as required. He 
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shall also, on ntering upon the duties of his office, give competent 
security to the Superintendent of his Board for all the stock and funds 
committed to his care. His books shall be open at all times to the 
inspection of any member of his Board. No money shall be paid our. 
of the treasuries of the Boards, but by an order from that Board from 
whose Treasury the money is to be drawn, which order shall be signed 
by its ‘presiding officer. 

ART. 7%. The Corresponding Secretary of the several Boards shal! 
Maintain intercourse by letter with such individuals or public bodies 
as the interest of their respective bodies may require. Copies of all 
such communications, with their answers, if any, shall be kept b+ 
them on file. 

ArT. 8. The Recording secretaries of the several Boards shall 
keep a fair record of their proceedings, and of such other doeu- 
, ments as may be committed to them for the purpose. 

ArT. 9. All the Officers, Boards, Missionaries and Agents appointed 
by the Convention or by any of its Boards, shall be members of 
some regular chureh in union with the churches composing this 
Convention. 

ART. 10. Missionaries appointed by any of the Boards of this 
Convention, must, previous to their appointment, furnish evidence - 
of genuine piety, fervent zeal in the Master’s cause, and talents 
which fit them for the service for which they offer themselves, 

ART, 11. The bodies and individuals composing this Convention 
shall have the right to specify the objects to which their contribu- 
tions shall be applied, but when no specification is made, the Con- 
vention will make the appropriation at its own discretion. — 

ART. 12. The Convention shall hold its meetings annually, but 
extra meetings may be called by the President, with the approba- 
tion of any one of the Boards of Managers. A majority of th= 
attending delegates shall form a quorum for the transaction of 
business, 

ArT. 13. Any alteration which experience shall dictate may be 
made in these articles by a vote of two-thirds of the members pres- 
ent at any annual meeting of the Convention. 


RULES: OF (DECORUM. 


1. The President shall take the chair each session at the hour ap- 
pointed at the adjournment, and call the members to order, and on 
the appearance of a quorum, cause the minutes of the preceding 
session to be read. 

2. He shall preserve order and decide questions of order, subject 
to an appeal to the Convention by any member. 

3. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting. H» 
shall have the right to call any brother to perform the duties tem 
porarily. 

4, The President shall not vote, only in case of a tie; and if he 
refuses to vote in a tie, the matter is decided in the negative. 

5. He shall not speak in debate while occupying the chair, but 
may call another to the chair, and he shall have the same right in 
debate as any other member. 
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6. When any member wishes to speak or deliver any matter to 
the Convention, he shall first rise from his seat and address the 
chair. 

7. When two brothers rise at the same time, the President shall 
name the one to speak. 

8. No member shall speak but twice on the same subject uatil ali 
who wish to speak have spoken. 

9. Decency of speech shall be observed, and personal redeetene 
avoided. 

10. While the chair is putting a question, or any brother speak- 
ing, no one shall be allowed to walk across the house, or whisper, 
or otherwise interrupt him. 

i11. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received 
except to adjourn, to lay on the tabie, postpone or amend. 

12. All committees shall be appointed in time to do their duty. 

18. All committees shall be composed of three members, if not 
otherwise ordered. 

14.. No standing rule shall be altered or suspended except by a 
two-thirds vote of the Convention. 

15. The Rules of Decorum shall be read in the epening of each 
annual session of the Convention, and as many times during the 
session as may be deemed practicable. 

16. No member shall be allowed to intrude on the time by long 
debate in this Convention.
